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Ford Refuses to Negotiate Wage Contract 
Seduction Confession of Wife Told by Rutledge 
'She Told Me 
Whole Story', 


Witness Says 


Cedar Rapids, la., May 20—(AP)—Speaking at times in 


a whisper, Dr. Robert C. Rutledge, Jr., 28, today related 
his wife's confession that she was "seduced" by the man he 
is accused of slaying. 


The young doctor said his wife 'told me the whole story' 


of the affair with Byron C. Hattman which the defense 
alleges resulted in her dishonor last July 31. 


Dr. Rutledge is charged with stabbing Hattman to 


death in a Cedar Rapids hotel room fight last Dec. 14. 


After testifying calmly as to his early life, the defend- 
an't demeanor changed when questioning turned to his love 
for blonde Sydney Rutledge and the troubles which came to 
them. His voice sank low and broke at times. 


"When you first met Syd- 


ney Goodrich did you fall in 
love with her," Defense At- 
torney R. S. Miller asked. 


"Well, almost the first 


time," Dr. Rutledge said. 


He said he loves her now 


and has loved her "at all 
times" since their marriage in 
1946. 


The young doctor's wife 


left the courtroom when he 
began his testimony. 


He told hoW he overheard 


a locker room conversation at 
the Norwood Country club in 
St. Louis last Aug. 10. 


"In substance," he said, "the 


remarks were that my wife had 
been -out with Mr. Hattman and 
from what I heard Mr. Hattman" 
had been bragging about it" 


When he and Mrs. Rutledge re- 


turned home, he said, she told him 
the whole story of going sailing 
with Hattman and drinking with 
him. 


"Did she tell you she went out 


to dinner with him, that he forced 
his way into your apartment and 
forced himself upon her"? Milner 
uked. 


Sex By Force 


"Yes, she said he knew her sex- 


ually by force," the doctor an- 
ftwered in a voice barely audible. 


Dr. Rutledge said, "I was heart- 


broken. We sat up all night talk- 
ing about it." 


The handsome 28-year-old spe- 


cialist in children's diseases was 
calm as he settled himself in the 
witness chair to tell his version 
of the fatal stabbing of Byron C. 
Hattman in a Cedar Rapids hotel 
room fight last Dec. 14. 


His Early Lif* 


After telling of his early life in 


Houston, Tex., his high school and 
college education, and his service 
aa a naval medical officer, Dr. 
Rutledge was asked by Defense 
Counsel R. S. Milner to explain 
the routine of his work during the 
spring, summer and fall of 1948. 


In July of 1948, Dr. Rutiedge 


said, he was promoted from junior 
resident physician to assistant res- 
ident physician at Children's hos-

press, another for the senate re- 
cord—in which he accused Bald- 
win's armed services subcommit- 
tee of "& -deliberate -attempt to 
avoid the facts." 


"I feel that the investigation 


has degenerated to such a shame- 
ful farce that I can no longer .take 
part therein," he said. 


McCarthy is not a member of 


the armed 
services 
committee. 


But as one of the senators who 
suggested the probe, he was ap- 
pointed to the investigating group 
for its hearings on charges that 
American officials had used brutal 
methods in getting confessions 
from the German soldiers.

As Viat joined union and com- 


pany negotiators for his first ac- 
tive participation in the direct 
peace talks the union's "speed-up" 
strike had idled more than 100,- 
000 Ford workers. 


Ford and the UAW are locked 


in a dispute over workmen's pro- 
duction rates at Ford's Rouge and 
Lincoln-Mercury plants. 


The union, at a strikers' mass 


meeting last night, made its threat 
to quit negotiations unless Ford 
agreed to go into simultaneous new 
contract discussions. 


Reuther Wants Action 


UAW President Walter Reuther 


demanded that Ford start contract 
talks next Monday and continue 
simultaneously with strike nego- 
tiations "until both matters are 
disposed of." 


There was no immediate reply 


from Ford. 


Reuther said the union was "un- 


willing to negotiate on either sub- 
ject to the exclusion of the other.'

Russell Tries a New Approach in 


Paring U. S. Government Spending 


The cry for greater economy in federal spending is swell- 


ing steadily. Groups in and out of Congress are wondering 
just how deep the United States can dig into its sock without 
endangering its own and the world's future. 


Since the end of World War H, this country has served 


virtually as storehouse and treasury for democracy every- 
where. " Now it is being asked to act in peacetime — as it did 
in war — as the arsenal of democracy. On top of these un- 
usual burdens, the enactment of new social legislation cover- 
ing health, security and education is sought by President 
Truman. 


The worry felt in Congress over the increasing drain on 


the nation's resources is expressed in a move planned by 
Senator Russell of Georgia and other Democratic members 
of the senate appropriations committee. Russell and his 
committee colleagues want to trim about $3,00^,000,000 off 
federal funds for the year starting July 1. 


This plan may give the economy drive the big spark it 


has lacked up to now. Heretofore, efforts by Republicans 
and some Democrats to curtail government spending have 
had slender success. Republican senators did manage to 
bottle up one appropriation bill, but the final round is yet 
to be fought on that measure. 


Russell says he and his supporters won't go along with 


the GOP in its announced intention to snip 5 per cent from 
each money bill as it comes up. 


He thinks a better approach will be to wait until most of 


the appropriations bills are approved and then, when the 
extent of spending and the need for economy are clear, to 
.offer a proposal ordering; all government agencies to save 
enough to bring outlays down $3,000,000,000. 


This idea is unusual, but it might catch on if all efforts 


to trim individual bills fail in the next two months. Perhaps 
acton on the appropriations for European recovery will be 
the key. Many senators have indicated a desire to see these 
funds pared, and should they not achieve a substantial reduc- 
tion in that field they may be ripe recruits for the Russell 
plan.

Friends 130 Tears 


In an address before a joint 


session of the senate and house, 
the general referred to relations 
between Brazil and America "as 
a rare example of fraternal asso- 
ciation of two peoples which has 
prevailed over a period of more 
than 120 years." He spoke of 
President Truman's visit to Rio 
De Janeiro in 1947 for the sign- 
Ing of the historic Inter-American 
defense pact, and said it was a 
memorable-event in the friendship 
of the two nations. 


"In the international field," de- 


clared the general, "this friend- 
ship, through its practical mani- 
festations and by virtue of its e*- 
ample, is the greatest guarantee 
of good understanding and com- 
prehension among the other sis- 
ter nations in this hemisphere." 


Dutra said the Inter-American 


defense pact "established the rec- 
iprocity of the American Repub- 
lics in common bond aga'inst ag- 
gression."

Reds Behind the Eight-Ball 


at Conference Next Monday 


Berlin. May 20—(AP)—Amer- 


ica, 
Britain and France will go 


into the Paris foreign ministers 
conference in their strongest po- 
sitions since Yalta. 


This is the situation of the big 


four as seen today in Berlin where 
France, Britain, the United States 
and Russia wrangle daily. 


The Soviet Union's bargaining 


situation has been considerably 
weakened economically and politi- 
cally since the Moscow and Lon- 
don conferences. 


In 
both previous conferences 


the west was in a defensive posi- 
tion trying to seek agreements 
from Russia. 


In the Paris conference for the 


first time diplomats believe the 
west can take the offensive or sit 
tight and let the Soviets seek to 
break the deadlock. 


Here's Situation 


In a nutshell, the comparative 


positions on Germany are seen in 
this light politically and econom- 
ically: 


The west goes to Paris Monday 


with a western German economy 
headed toward recovery; a stable, 
democratically elected government 
and with as much support from 
west German's 46 millions as any 
occupation power could expect. 


Russia goes to Paris with a deci- 


mated eastern German economy 
with a falling living standard, a 
"government" h a n d picked but 


lacking popular German support 
and a German population skeptical 
of any promise or proposal they 
might make. 


A major factor in the lowering 


of Soviet restige in Europe was 
the failure of Russia's attempt to 
force th». western powers from 
Berlin by starving the population 
through the blockade. 


The west's stand with the airlift 


heartened not only Germany but 
all of Europe to resist Commu- 
nism, 


Reds Vulnerable 


The Soviet withdrawal of the 


blockade without achieving their 
objectives showed the 
Russian 


bear to be vulnerable if the op- 
position is firm and united, 


In past- foreign ministers' con- 


ferences the Russians have posed 
as the supporters of a united Ger- 
many with a central government. 
They have appealed to German na- 
tionalism. 
The west has feared 


this appeal would be decisive in 
winning German support for So- 
viet policies. 


But this propaganda appeal haa 


failed. 
The Germans have been 


skeptical of Soviet promises. The 
Soviet appeal to nationalism has 
failed to win support even in tht 
Soviet zone. 


Given a choice between a Soviet 


picked government and none at 
all, one in every three eastern Ger- 
mans chose none at all.

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Plastic Surgery a Common 


Thing Today; Men Love It 


By BLAL BOYLE 


N«w York, May 20—CAP)— 


' Hoc* men than womeii.are giving 
themselves a change of pace to- 
day by getting themselves a 
change of face. 


They get a new outlook on life 


by going to a plastic surgeon to 
have an objectionable facial fea- 
ture remodeled. 


"Since the war we have more 


men than women patients," said 
Dr. Gregory L. Pollock, a pioneer 
specialist in his form of human 
sculpture. 


In the last 30 years he has 


operated on some 5,000 persons. 
Among them were the widow ot 
a U. S. president—she had her 
face lifted—and scores of society, 
theatrical and movie celebrities. 


The science of plastic surgery 


has undergone significant change 
in three decades. At present it 
is a mushrooming branch 
of 


medicine, allied in some ways to 
psychiatry. 


"When 1 began there were only 


H handful in the field," recalled 
Dr. Pollock. "Now there are more 
plastic surgeons than you car 
count. 
"It used to be a 
hush-hush 


matter, done m strictest privacy. 
Today they want to brag about it. 
They even throw cocktail parties 
to unveil their new nose." 


Working People, Too 


And the patients are^no longer 


merely the idle wealthy. 
Most 


are working people. 


"Lawyers, entertainers, school 


teachers, beauty parlor operators, 
salesgirls, waitresses—any people 
who meet the public—find their 
incomes suffer from facial dis- 
figurements. 
So they have them 


removed." 


The feature most people find 


fault with about their anatomy 
is the nose. Then come the ears— 
too much like Peter Rabbit or a 
pair of swinging doors. And then, 
in order, are wrinkles, over-sized 
bosoms and weak chins. 
* 


Paraffin was abandoned years 


ago as a subsurface stuffing to 
iron out wrinkles. Doctors found 
it tended to melt and collect in 
lumps beneath the skin. And it 
was an incipient agent of malig- 
nant growths. 


Cartilage Banks 


One of the great developments 


in plastic surgery has been the 
creation of cartilage banks. 


"With cartilage we can take a 


patient worried over his receding 
chin and make him look like a 
bulldog if he wants to," smiled 
Dr. Pollock. 


Plastic surgeons now operate on 


babies two days old (cleft palate) 
or women and men past three 
score and ten 
(wrinkles that 


rankle ) . 


One of their problems is to turn 


aown people who come to them 
with imaginary facial defects. Dr 
Polock rejected an 
81-year-old 


woman who wanted her face 
lifted. 
Her age made the opera- 


tion too risky for any benefits she 
would gain. 


One of his oddest callers, was 


a handsome young man who came 
to him shortly after the death of 
Lon Chancy, the movie "horror 
man." 


"He had a suitcase stuffed with 


hundreds of Chaney's pictures," 
said Dr. Pollock. "He wanted me 
to operate on him so he would look- 
like a composite of Chancy in all 
his grotesque roles. 


"I threw him out. Then I threw 


out his suitcase."

Tass Says Russ 
Settle Greek Trouble 


Moscow, May 20— (AP)— Tass, 


the official Soviet news agency, 
said today Russia has told the 
United States and Britain she is 
willing to take part in negotia- 
tions for settlement of the Greek 
civil war, under certain conditions. 


These, Tass said, would include 


withdrawal of all foreign ministry 
aid to the Greek Nationalist gov- 
ernment. 
(The United States is 


pouring millions of dollars into 
Greece to help her government 
fight the Communist-led guerril- 
las). 


Tass said Dean Rusk, U. S. as- 


sistant secretary of state, and Hec- 
tor McNeil, British minister of 
state, proposed unofficial discus 
sion of the Greek issue at a meet- 
ing with Andrei^ Gromyko, Soviet 
deputy foreign minister. It said 
the meeting took place in New 
York April 26. 


Gromyko ,the agency reported 


replied that Russia "would not re- 
fuse" if the United States and 
Britain formally proposed three- 
power joint action. 
But, it con- 


tinued, he told them "it would be 
best to utilize" the recent peace 
proposals of the Communist-lea 
Greek .guerrilla government as a 
basis of settlement. 


9Young Killer 


to Get Chair 


Chic**o, May 20—(AP)—Death 


in the electric chair is the penalty 
assessed against 19-year-old Ray- 
mond Polenik for killing a police- 
man. 


A jury of six men and six wom- 


en returned the verdict yesterday 
after only 45 minutes' delibera- 
tion. If carried out, the execution 
will fullfill the vow of State's 
Attorney John S. Boyle who call- 
ed the youth a "coldblooded, ruth- 
less killer." 


Boyle had said on/the day that 


Policeman Jerry Lebloch was slam 
that he would send the killer to 
the chair. Boyle personally pro- 
secuted the case, the first time a 
state's attorney has appeared in 
a Cook county murder trial since 
Richard Loeb and Nathan L^o- 
pold were convicted of the 1924 
murder of Bobby Franks. They 
were sentenced to life imprison- 
ment. 


"I hope this verdict will stop 


the wanton and uncalled for kill- 
ing by our so-called youth," Boyle 
said. "I am fed up with the sym- 
pathy for young killers." 


A defense motion for a. new 
rial was set down for hearing 
June 15 by Judge Daniel A. Rob- 
erts.* 


Polenik, who denied the shoot- 


ing, was sitting with his father 
when the verdict was returned 
He appeared calm. He had testi- 
fied that a confession of the kill- 
ng which he made to police was 
obtained by a beating and pro- 
mise of leniency. In repudiating 
;he confession, he told the jury 
that he was in his home firing 
the furnace when Lebloch was 


hot to death in suburban Stick- 
ey Jan. 9. 
The state charged that Polenik 
illed Lebloch and wounded Rud- 
Iph Loula when the officers ap- 
roached a stolen car in which he 
was sitting near his'home.

New York, 
May 20—(AP)— 


Businessmen, like everyone else, 
will shift their eyes 
over 
the 


weekend from 
Washington 
to 


Pans. What happens there can 
affect both the length and depth 
of the recession. 


The cold war has been one of 


the important props of the recent 
boom, aided in keeping it going 
longer than many expected. 
It 


is being counted upon as one of 
the cushions for the recession, one 
of the things that will keep in- 
dustrial wheels turning during the 
months ahead while consumers 
are making up their minds at 
what price, level to come back 
into the market. 


What the four powers' foreign 


ministers decide at the meeting 
opening Monday in Paris could 
have both a short-term and a 
long-term effect on American busi- 
ness. If the Paris meeting shows 
which way the cold war is going 
—hotter, colder or continued war 
of nerves—many businessmen will 
have a clearer picture of what to 
expect in the period ahead. 


If the cold war should be called 


off altogether—a most unlikely 
conjecture—it could unhinge our 
entire 
economic 
program, 
so 


closely is it now tied in with 
foreign affairs. 


The cold war is responsible in 


large part for the European re- 
covery 
program, 
which pours 


billions of tax money into world 
trade. American industry is just 
now feeling the first effects in 
large size orders. 
Billions more 


are slated to be poured into this 
program—if the cold war con- 
tinues. 


Aircraft Revived 


Our large scale rearmament 


program, spurred by the cold war, 
has already revived 
the 
once 


sickly aircraft industry, and ap- 
parently assures these companies 
of financial health for some years 
to come. Big planes use gasoline 
and oil, require aluminum, elec- 
trical parts and many 
other 


products of industry. 


Altogether we are pouring more 


than $15 billion a year into the 
effort to keep our military forces 
ready. Most observers have felt 
this would grow, because they ex- 
pected the cold war to go on. 


Congress will soon debate how 


much money to spend on building 
up our first line of defense In 
Europe—a rearmament program 
for western Europe. 
This, too 


is likely 
to be a 
continuing 


proposition. 


There are many other govern 


ment projects less directly tied 
to the cold war, but certainlj 
influenced by it. 


Much of the president's still 


undefined point iour for develop- 
ing the underdeveloped portion! 
of the globe is motivated by th< 
idea that if these countries can 
be made economically healthy the> 
will be less likely to throw in their 
lot with the 
enemies of ou 


democratic and capitalistic system

HEADLINES like this on 


Dec. S, 1986, gave Britishers 
their first inkling of England's 
royal and romantic crisis. 
their once fashionable home was 
being run by Wallis' mother as a 
boarding house. 


Her schooling was paid for by 


a rich relative, Uncle "Sol" War- 
field, a railroad president With 
33 other debutants, she made her 
bow at the Bachelors' Cotillion in 
Baltimore in 1914. 
Two years 


later, she married a young naval 
aviator, Lt. Earle Spencer. Jr. 


The Spencers separated in 1922, 


and were divorced in 1927. The 
next year, she married Ernest 
Simpson, who was in the shipping 
business in London. 


'Soon the society columns in 


London began to note that the 
Simpsons were pretty popular 
with the gay Prince. They were 
his guests at Fort Belvedere, out- 
side London for week-ends; they 
were seen in the Royal Box at 
Covent Garden; they dined to- 
gether in restaurants; they were 
constant companions on the Rivi- 
erra. Always the three of them. 


The Prince became King on the 


death of George V on Jan. 21, 
1936. 
On May 27, the Simpsons 


were guests at a dinner in St. 
James palace. In August, how- 
ever, when the King took his first 
vacation on the yacht, Nahlin, in 
the Adriatic, only one Simpson 
was invited. Wallis went, but Ed- 
nest Simpson didn't. 


The American press 
carried 


news of that cruise, but not the 
British. The story of Edward and 
Wallis had gone underground by 
a voluntary censorship. 
English 


papers failed to note the news 
from Ipswich on Oct. 27, that Mrs. 
Wallis Warfield Spencer Simpson 
had won an uncontested divorce. 


Behind the scenes in England, 


however, there was considerable 
stirring. Led by Prime Minister 
Stanley Baldwin, the staid English 
were trying to talk the King out 
of his intention to marry Wallis. 


Their objection was not based 


on her being an American. It was 
her two divorces that rankled. 
They felt that the King as De- 
fender of a F^ith that refuses to 
remarry divorced persons, would 
not appear to his religious subjects 
as married in the eyes of God if 
he went through with his plans. 
He would be a King living in sin 
and she would not be a Queen 
worthy of respect 


The English people, too, had no 


quarrel with Mrs. Simpson as an 
American. But they visualized 
her as a night-clubber, not quite 
Queenly timber. 
They probably 


wouldn't have minded had her 
relationship to the King become 
simply the historic role of "friend." 


But a stubborn King held out 


against an equally stubborn group 
of advisers. 
Then the advisers 


decided to let the English people 
in on the secret, early in Decem- 
ber, 1936. 


Headlines 
shrieked 
the 
as- 


tounding story to a shocked Brit- 
ain: "THE KING WANTS TO 
MARRY MRS. SIMPSON. CAB- 
INET ADVISES 'NO'!" Govern- 
ment securities sold off sharply. 
The pound declined in Paris. The 
coronation, which had been sched- 
uled for May, 1937, was postponed.

hands. Angry and embittered, she 
fled from England to seek peace 
on the Riviera. Besieged by re- 
porters, she issued a statement: 
"I am willing . . . to withdraw 
from a situation . . . both unhap- 
py and untenable." 


But 
Edward 
wouldn't * have 


things that way. On Dec. 11, 1936, 
he decided to abdicate the throne. 
In a quivering voice, he told the 
world that stopped work to listen 
to his words:* "I have found it im- 
possible to discharge my duties as 
I would wish to do without the 
help and support of the woman 
I love." 


That night, he boarded the HMS 


Fury, and sailed from England.
